And  whereas  the  Administrator  in  Council  has, 
by  Order  in  Council  made  pursuant  to  the  said  Act, 
been  pleased  to  order  that  the  tract  of  land  herein¬ 
after  described  and  the  owners  thereof  be  incorpo¬ 
rated  into  an  improvement  district  under  the  said 
Act  and  has  made  further  provision  to  the  tenor 
and  effect  hereinafter  appearing: 

Now  know  ye  that  by  these  presents  We  do 
hereby  order  and  proclaim: — 

1.  The  tract  of  land  in  the  Cowichan  Land  Dis¬ 
trict  and  the  Victoria  Land  Registration  District 
comprising  School  District  No.  64  (the  said  school 
district  shall  be  as  defined  at  the  date  of  these 
Letters  Patent)  and  all  subdivisions  of  the  said  tract 
and  all  owners  of  land  therein  are  incorporated  into 
an  improvement  district  under  the  “  Water  Act  ” 
and  subject  to  the  provisions  thereof  and  to  the 
conditions  hereinafter  contained. 

2.  The  said  improvement  district  shall  be  known 
as  the  “  Gulf  Islands  Hospital  Improvement  Dis¬ 
trict  No.  9.” 

3.  The  objects  of  the  said  improvement  district 
shall  be  the  provision  of  financial  aid  towards  the 
planning,  constructing,  reconstructing,  purchasing, 
equipping,  or  operating  of  a  hospital,  or  the  acquir¬ 
ing  of  land  or  buildings  for  such  hospital  purposes 
and  all  matters  incidental  thereto. 

4.  There  shall  be  five  Trustees  of  the  said  im¬ 
provement  district,  of  whom  not  more  than  two 
shall  be  elected  from  Saltspring  Island.  The  term 
of  each  Trustee  shall  extend  from  the  date  of  his 
election  until  the  date  of  the  annual  general  meet¬ 
ing  in  the  next  following  year. 

5.  The  persons  qualified  to  vote  at  the  first  elec¬ 
tion  of  Trustees  shall  be  Canadian  citizens  who  are 
twenty-one  years  of  age  or  older  and  are  entitled 
to  be  registered  as  voters  under  the  “  Provincial 
Elections  Act  ”  and  are  owners  of  land  in  the  tract 
of  land  hereinbefore  described,  or  the  authorized 
agent  of  any  board  or  corporation  that  is  an  owner 
of  such  land,  or  the  legal  representative  of  any 
owner  of  such  land  who  has  died,  become  insolvent, 
or  insane.  Those  persons  qualified  as  aforesaid  to 
vote  whose  lands  are  not  situate  on  Saltspring 
Island  may  exercise  their  vote  by  proxy.  The 
persons  qualified  to  be  candidates  at  the  said  elec¬ 
tion  shall  be  the  persons  qualified  as  aforesaid  to 
vote. 


6.  Mr.  Maurice  Atkins,  Scott  Road,  Ganges, 
B.C.,  shall  be  the  Returning  Officer  for  the  first 
election  of  Trustees.  He  shall  call  a  general  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  persons  who  are  qualified  as  aforesaid  to 
vote  and  shall,  at  least  fifteen  days  before  the  date 
of  the  said  meeting,  post  at  conspicuous  places  on 
all  inhabited  islands  within  the  area  of  the  district 
hereinbefore  described  and  publish  in  one  Vancou¬ 
ver,  one  Victoria,  and  one  local  newspaper  circulat¬ 
ing  in  the  said  district  a  notice  signed  by  him  giving 
the  date,  time,  and  place  of  holding  the  said  meet¬ 
ing.  The  Returning  Officer  shall  be  chairman  of 
the  said  meeting,  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
clause  5  he  shall  have  power  to  determine  whether 
or  not  any  person  who  desires  to  vote  is  qualified 
to  do  so.  He  shall  have  power  to  determine  the 
procedure  to  be  followed  at  the  said  meeting  and 
the  method  of  taking  the  votes.  Each  qualified 
voter  shall  be  entitled  to  cast  one  vote  for  each 
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of  five  candidates.  The  Returning  Officer  shall 
declare  the  result  of  the  election  and  shall  notify 
the  Comptroller  of  Water  Rights  of  the  said  result. 

7.  The  five  candidates  receiving  the  greatest 
number  of  votes  cast  at  the  general  meeting  called 
pursuant  to  clause  6  hereof  shall  hold  office  until 
the  annual  general  meeting  of  1956,  but  should 
there  be  nominated  no  more  than  five  candidates 
or  should  two  or  more  candidates  receive  an  equal 
number  of  votes  which  affects  the  standing  of  the 
first  five  candidates,  then  the  Returning  Officer 
shall  have  power  to  and  shall  declare  which  of  the 
candidates  are  elected. 

8.  With  respect  to  the  first  tax  by-law  for  capital 
expenditure,  subsequent  tax  by-laws  which  would 
create  an  annual  levy  of  three  mills  or  more  over 
a  period  of  years  and  tax  by-laws  which  would 
create  an  annual  levy  of  one-half  mill  or  more  for 
one  year  only,  the  Trustees  shall  by  plebiscite  or 
general  meeting  as  directed  by  the  Comptroller  of 
Water  Rights  ascertain  the  views  of  the  persons 
entitled  to  vote  as  set  out  in  clause  9  thereof.  The 
Trustees  shall  not  pass  a  tax  by-law  in  respect  of 
the  question  submitted  to  the  voters  unless  those 
persons  in  favour  thereof  polled  at  least  two-thirds 
of  the  total  number  of  votes  polled. 

9.  All  subsequent  elections  of  Trustees  shall  be 
held  at  the  annual  general  meetings  of  the  improve¬ 
ment  district,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Trustees  to  call  a  general  meeting  between  January 
1st  and  May  1st  in  each  year  for  the  following 
purposes: — 

(a)  To  receive  from  the  Trustees  a  report  on 
the  undertakings  of  the  said  improvement 
district  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year  and  a 
statement  of  the  financial  condition  of  the 
said  improvement  district  prepared  by  the 
auditor: 

( b )  To  discuss  with  the  Trustees  any  matter 
relating  to  the  undertakings  or  finances  of 
the  said  improvement  district: 

(c)  To  elect  new  Trustees. 

A  special  meeting  may  be  called  by  the  Trustees 
at  any  time  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  with  the 
owners  any  matter  or  matters  which  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Trustees  should  be  brought  up  at  a  general 
meeting. 

At  least  fifteen  days’  notice  of  every  general 
meeting  shall  be  given  by  notices  posted  at  con¬ 
spicuous  places  on  all  inhabited  islands  within  the 
area  of  the  district  hereinbefore  described  and  pub¬ 
lished  in  one  Vancouver,  one  Victoria,  and  one 
local  newspaper  circulating  in  the  said  district. 

The  secretary  shall  enter  in  a  book  provided  by 
the  Trustees  for  this  purpose  minutes  of  all  matters 
brought  before  the  said  meeting  and  the  action 
taken  thereon.  At  any  general  meeting  every  per¬ 
son  shall  be  qualified  to  vote  who  is  a  Canadian 
citizen  and  is  twenty-one  years  of  age  or  older  and 
is  the  owner  of  land  in  the  improvement  district, 
or  the  authorized  agent  of  any  board  or  corporation 
that  is  an  owner  of  such  land,  or  legal  representa¬ 
tive  of  any  owner  of  such  land  who  has  died, 
become  insolvent,  or  insane,  and  is  qualified  to  be 
registered  as  a  voter  under  the  “  Provincial  Elec¬ 
tions  Act.”  Those  persons  qualified  as  aforesaid 
to  vote  whose  lands  are  not  within  Saltspring  Island 
may  exercise  their  vote  by  proxy.  Every  person 
qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote  shall  be  qualified  to 
be  a  candidate  for  Trustee  of  the  improvement 
district.  In  the  event  of  the  right  of  any  person 
to  vote  at  any  general  meeting  being  challenged, 
the  chairman  shall  have  authority  to  determine 
whether  or  not  such  person  is  entitled  to  vote,  and 
the  chairman  may  require  such  person  to  make  and 
file  with  him  a  statutory  declaration  showing  that 
the  declarant  is  qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote  at 
such  general  meeting.  Forthwith  after  the  holding 
of  a  general  meeting  the  Trustees  shall  file  with  the 
Comptroller  of  Water  Rights  a  true  copy  of  the 
minutes  of  such  meeting  and  copies  of  all  auditor’s 
reports  and  financial  statements  presented  or  dis¬ 
cussed  at  the  meeting. 

10.  The  Trustees  of  the  improvement  district 
shall:  — 

(a)  Appoint  annually  as  auditor  of  the  said  im¬ 
provement  district  a  member  of  the  Institute 
of  Chartered  Accountants  of  British  Co¬ 


lumbia  and  fix  his  remuneration,  which  shall 
be  paid  from  the  funds  of  the  said  improve¬ 
ment  district: — 

( b )  Fix  the  remuneration  to  be  paid  to  the 
Trustees  from  the  funds  of  the  said  im¬ 
provement  district,  such  remuneration  to  be 
based  on  the  actual  expenses  incurred  by 
each  Trustee  in  attending  meetings  and  gen¬ 
erally  performinjg  his  duties  as  a  Trustee: 

(c)  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Trustees  in  each 
year,  appoint  one  of  their  number  to  be 
chairman  until  his  term  of  office  as  a 
Trustee  expires,  and  should  the  chairman 
be  absent  from  any  meeting,  the  Trustees 
present  shall  appoint  a  temporary  chairman 
to  preside  at  that  meeting: 

(cl)  Cause  to  be  kept  books  containing  particular 
and  accurate  records  of  all  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  the  funds  of  the  said  im¬ 
provement  district.

HIS  HONOUR  the  Administrator  in  Council  has 
been  pleased  to  order  that,  under  authority  of  the 
“  Motor-vehicle  Act,”  chapter  227  of  the  “  Revised 
Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1948,”  and  clause 
(j)  of  Regulation  3  of  the  regulations  made  there¬ 
under,  the  hereinafter-mentioned  electrical  signal¬ 
ling  devices  be  approved,  subject  to  the  following 
provisos: — 

1.  That  a  tell-tale  light,  giving  a  clear  and  unmis¬ 
takable  indication  to  the  driver  that  such  signals 
are  properly  functioning,  is  installed  so  as  to  be 
plainly  visible  to  such  driver  at  all  times  when 
driving. 

2.  That  such  signalling  devices,  or  a  combination 
of  such  signalling  devices,  are  mounted,  one  on 
each  side  of  the  front  and  of  the  rear  of  the  motor- 
vehicle  concerned,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  be 
readily  visible  to  persons  in  front  of  or  to  the  rear 
of  such  motor-vehicles. 

3.  That  each  such  signalling  unit  shall  flash  no 
slower  than  60  nor  faster  than  120  times  a  minute, 
under  average  operating  conditions,  the  on-period 
of  the  flashes  being  long  enough  to  permit  the  lamp 
filaments  to  come  up  to  full  brightness.

Part  I. — General 

1.  Where  stock  or  hides,  for  delivery  to  a  pur¬ 
chaser,  are  transported  by  truck  or  other  road 
vehicle  without  lirst  having  been  inspected  as  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  “  Stock-brands  Act,”  the  consignor 
and  the  operator  of  the  truck  or  other  road  vehicle 
shall,  in  addition  to  the  relevant  provisions  of  the 
said  Act,  comply  with  the  following: — 

( a )  The  consignor  shall,  before  shipment,  com¬ 
plete,  sign,  and  deliver  to  the  operator  of  the 
truck  or  other  road  vehicle  a  memorandum 
in  duplicate  in  Form  3  in  the  schedule  of 
the  said  Act: 

( b )  The  operator  of  the  truck  or  other  road 
vehicle  shall  not  move  the  stock  or  hides 
until  he  has  received  a  memorandum  in 
duplicate  as  required  by  clause  (a): 

(c)  The  operator  shall  not  release  the  stock  or 
hides  without  first  procuring  inspection  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  said 
Act: 

( d )  At  the  time  of  inspection  the  operator  shall 
deliver  to  the  Inspector  a  memorandum  in 
said  Form  3,  completed  and  signed  by  the 
consignor: 

(e)  If  the  destination  of  the  stock  or  hides  is  at 
a  railroad  shipping-point,  the  inspection 
shall  be  at  that  railroad  shipping-point: 

(/)  If  the  destination  is  at  a  railroad  shipping- 
point  outside  the  inspection  district  in  which 
the  shipment  originated,  the  operator  shall 
not  move  the  stock  or  hides  out  of  that 
district  without  first  delivering  to  the  In¬ 
spector  for  that  district  a  memorandum  in 
said  Form  3,  duly  completed  and  signed  by 
the  shipper: 

(#)  If  the  destination  of  the  stock  or  hides  is 
not  at  a  railroad  shipping-point  but  is  out¬ 
side  the  district  in  which  the  shipment  of  the 
stock  or  hides  originates,  the  inspection  shall 
be  in  the  district  of  origin. 

Part  11. — Cattle 

2.  Where  an  owner  or  his  agent  proposes  to 
convey  cattle  by  truck  or  other  road  vehicle,  to  a 
range  area  or  for  breeding  purposes,  without  first 
having  the  same  inspected  as  provided  by  the 
“  Stock-brands  Act,”  he  and  the  operator  of  the 
truck  or  other  road  vehicle,  in  addition  to  the 
provisions  of  clauses  (a)  and  ( b )  of  Regulation  1 
hereof  and  the  relevant  provisions  of  the  said  Act, 
shall  comply  with  the  following: —

brand  inspection  district  in  which  the  ship¬ 
ment  originates,  the  operator  of  the  truck  or 
other  road  vehicle  shall  deliver  one  copy  of 
the  Form  3,  referred  to  in  clause  (a)  of 
Regulation  I,  to  the  Inspector  of  the  brand 


inspection  district  in  which  the  shipment 
originates  and  one  copy  to  the  Inspector  of 
the  district  in  which  the  point  of  destination 
lies:

(ii)  To  the  conveyance  of  cattle  from 
the  improved  ranch,  leasehold,  or  property 
of  a  resident  cattle-owner  to  a  Crown  range, 
or  to  a  Crown  grazing  lease,  over  which  the 
owner  is  the  holder  of  a  grazing  permit  or

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  AH  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers  to 
any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of 
the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The  British 
Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one  leading 
daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all  parts  of 
the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  newspaper  to 
appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  electoral 
districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be  published 
once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  newspaper  in  every 
electoral  district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no  news¬ 
paper  published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  electoral  district  nearest  thereto.

And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended  or 
modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any  Private 
Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore 
limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has  been  received 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either 
case  pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order  to 
the  contrary.
